SUMMARY. 

The Pennsylvania legislature is work- 
ing considerable damage to the Petro- 
leum interests of the State by remain- 
ing in session and doing what it can to 
restrict trade by threatening to pass 
three very harmful bills, which are an- 
alized in another column. The fact 
that Cotton Oil is used in the manu- 
facture of Lard, has stirred up the 
“‘npenny-a-liners” on the daily press 
who have just discovered how Lard is 
made, although known for years. The 
Oil Cake market is still disturbed by 
the Chicago influence, which is ex- 
plained on another page. The ques- 
tion has not yet been settled 
as to the poisonous effect of Cocaine, 
and while doctors disagree on that 
subject, the outside public are sup- 
posed to occupy middle ground, Mu- 
tual Drug Insurance is a settled fact, 
and the company will soon be ready 
to solicit the patronage of the trade. 
The boom in Mineral Lands is u good 
thing for the projectors but not so 
favorable for the purchasers, who may 
be deluded by the representation that 
Mineral Paints, Asphalt, etc., are to be 
found in abundance. 

The Ohio oil and natural gas fields 
play animportant part in the petrole- 
um situation, and from what is prom- 
ised in the future, Pennsylvania will 
have to look out for its laurels. The 
February oil report occupies three 
columns and is complete in detail. 
Experiments have been made with 
crude oil as a fuel in locomotives. 
Some arguments are presented on oleo- 
margarine. Recent shipments of rosin 
from Savannah have been rather 
heavy. White Ceylon cocoanut oil is 
a new article abroad. The process of 
making ultramarine is described. A 
new explosive mixture is announced. 
The brokers’ tax bill at Albany has 
been amended. Railroads are acting 
on the inter-state commerce law. St. 
Louis is enjoying a good business 
boom, especially in drugs. The exper- 
iment stations have been libelled by a 
daily paper. Canada threatens to re- 
taliate by advancing duties on goods 
from the United States. The Chicago 
Paint and Oi] Club had its firet annual 
dinner. Our Chicago letter contains 
something of interest to all readers.

WITLESS PETROLEUM LEGISLA- 
TION. 


The assembled wisdom (?) at Harris- 
burg appears bent on placing as many 
obstacles in the way of the growth of 
the principal industry of the Keystone 
State as is possible to accomplish by 
the passage of witless laws. We will 
not pretend tosay that there are not 
abuses that should be remedied 
by legislative enactment and by laws 
which will prevent their recurrence, 
but we do say that the measures that 
have thus far been presented, and 
which have the support of a large 
number of the members of that august 
body, are calculated to do greater in- 
jury to the petroleum interest than do 
the abuses and wrongs which the pro- 
posed laws are intended to correct. 
First on the list we have the Billings- 
ley bill, whose absurd and inimical 
features as first introduced we have 
heretofore fully commented upon. 
This bill has been pruned and shorn 
to such an extent since first reported 
by the committee having it in charge 
thatits identity is almost destroyed, 
yet all its objectionable features have 
not been eliminated, but owing to the 
popular clamor for some legislation of 
the character aimed at in the bill it is 
possible that it will receive sufficient 
support to make it a law. The next 
proposition to “regulate” petroleum 
matters is in the form of a bill which 
has for its object the ‘‘storage of petro- 
leum andits products in cities of the 
first class.” This bill has also been 
reported favorably by the committee 
having the matter in charge. 
It amends the act of 1865. The 


§ 


bill declares that it shall not 
be lawful to store more than twenty- 
five barrels of refined petroleum and 
one barrel of crude petroleum, ben- 
zine, gasoline or naphtha in any build- 
ing within such city, and when stored 
in the quantities as regulated, the 
building must have a cellar or be sur- 
rounded by an embankment to pre- 
vent an overflow of oil. The second 
section provides that persons so stor- 
ing these oils must procure a yearly 
license from the mayor, and a certifi- 
cate from the fire marshal that the 
above regulations have been complied 
with. The fee will be $10, payable at 
the city treasury. In order to further 
provide against danger the act de- 
clares that the sides of the floor boards 
shall be half an inch apart, and the 
chief engineer of the fire department 
is instructed to inspect every forty- 
eight hours, either in person or by 
deputy, every building used for the 
storage of oil. A violation of the pro- 
visions of the act will constitute a mis- 
demeanor and be punishable by fine 
not exceeding $500 or imprisoument 
not exceeding one year, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. As there are 
in the city of Philadelphia alone up- 
wards of four thousand establishments 
where at least one of the products 
mentioned in the bill is kept on the 
premises for sale as wanted, the ab- 
surdity of the ti-daily inspection must 
be apparent to every one except those 
who have an axe to grind in the ap- 
pointment of the army of inspectors 
the proposed law would make neces- 
sary. It would appear strange that a 
bill with such provisions should be in- 
troduced by any member, but that it 
should receive the scrutiny of a legis- 
lative committee and ke reported upon 
favorably is indeed surprising. tut 
the legislators set out to legislate pe- 
troleum, and they are not disposed to 
do things by halves. The production 
and transportation of petroleum had 
received attention in the Billingsley 
bill, the storage by dealers in what 
may properly be called the ‘‘inspec- 
tion” bill, and as these would have left 
matters unfinished a bill was intro- 
duced to regulate the sale of the pru- 
duct. This bill, which was laid before 
the legislature last Thursday, prohibits 
the keeping of offices or exchanges 
where petroleum is sold on margin or 
without any intention of receiving or 
paying for it. It also makes contracts 
in such transactions void, and imposes 
penalties for the same. What a nice 
condition of affairs wou'd follow the 
passage of these three bills. If it was 
the intention of the bunglers at Har- 
risburg to injure the petroleum inter- 
est and prevent its growth and benefit 
to the State, they have taken the 
proper course. The measures proposed 
strike a blow at transportation, at 
storage at places of sale, and finally at 
the sale of the article. The best serv- 
ice the present legislature could per- 
form would be to adjourn, in that they 
would certainly not blunder, and 
would be a wiser move than any it has 
attempted in the direction of petro- 
leum. 
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DISTURBING Te CAKE MAR- 


The disturbing element in the oil 
cake market which has been referred 
to lately in our market reports, is be- 
coming more pronounced. The griev- 
ance of New York shippersis contained 
in the charge against certain Chicago 
operators of demoralizing the foreign 
markets by selling for what they can 
realize, irrespective of regular values 
and throwing away their cut in inland 
freight rates. It has always been the 
practice to quote domestic markets at 
a price equivalent to foreign values less 
freight, but the periodical knocking 
down of prices abroad by the method 
of doing business in Chicago, has 
caused an irregular market here and 
loss of confidence. As a result, west- 
ern crushers have been appealed to by 
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which cheap and refuse fats are converted in- 
to the sure-enough butter of commerce which 
is taxed as oleomargarine.”” 

Some dealer in the trade ought to 


send samples of prime summer yellow 
and white winter oils to the journsl- 
istic enemies for examination. Their 
impartial judgement would then 
convert them to the other side of 
thinking. 


oil cake receivers who strive as agents 
to get the highest prices possible for 
cake. The latest feature of the con- 
troversy is a circular sent out by the 
accused Chicago shippers who argue 
that crushers don’t have to pay them 
commissions, but that they buy ell 
their supplies of cake outright and 
thereby are better able to compete 
with other holdings on foreign mar- 
kets. In this case the crusher receives 
no benefit from reduced inland freights 
or the usual cut which is granted by 
railroads to large shippers. 

The situation leaves crushers be- 
tween two competing interests name- 
ly, the buyer direct and the regular 
commission house. The latter is sup- 
posed to look after the business of the 
crushers, so far as cake is concerned, 
and see that the highest possible mar- 
ket value is realized, while the shipper 
who buys on the spot has only himself 
to satisfy, and it would be an easy 
matter to knock out competitors by 
selling on very close margin or suffer a 
slight loss for a time. But the New 
York receivers are not alarmed; sup- 
plies of cake are coming in freely and 
they are holding up their end of the 
string. The question is, who will the 
erushers continue to favor, and will 
they prefer to sell at the mills or con- 
sign their product abroad through

The silly preju- 
dice is fast losing ground by actual ex- 
perience, and instead of paying fancy 
prices for so-called olive oil, consumers 
will soon realize that it is to their in- 
terests to purchase cotton oil in its 
pure state. The lard trade isa large 
consumer of prime cotton oil, not for 
the purpose of cheapening the pro- 
duct, but to enhance its quality and 
value. 

If writers onthe daily press would 
occupy an hour or two in reading up 
on cotton oil, they would not publish 
such rubbish as appeared in the N. Y.

IS COCAINE POISONOUS? 


The medical society of Kings county 
and certain physicians of this city are 
engaged in a heated controversy over 
cocoaine, and as neither side can te 
convinced, they intend to ‘“‘carry the 
war into Africa,” or more properly 
speaking, into the State Legislature. 
Acommittee has been appointed by the 
society named to draft a resolution for 
presentation at Albany, placing co- 
caine on the list of poisonous drugs, to 
be sold only on a physician’s prescrip- 
tion. The Brooklyn agitators, in de- 
fense of this action, claim to have 
found fifty cases of cocaine poisoning, 
four of which were fatal, and they 
characterize the remarks of a certain 
cocaine advocate in this city as mis- 
taken and the conclusions as rash aud 
dangerous. This latter authority,who 
is a well-known practitioner, insists 
that the drug is not a poison, and for 
the legislature to declare cocaine a 
poisonous vegetable alkaloid would be 
ridiculous. While it is not a substance 
to be used indiscriminately in all doses, 
and no physician contends that it can 
be, still there is no proof thut the use 
of cocaine caused death, and there is 
not an instance on record of the ‘‘co- 
caine habit” except among such per- 
sons who had already acquired the 
“opium habit” and combined the two. 
Evidence is furnished to show that 
there is not the slightest disposition to 
acquire the habit and the Brooklyn 
practitioners are challenged to prove 
their statements. Here is an open chal- 
lenge which should be accepted by the 
defamers of cocaine wh» have sought 


to place it in bad repute and cause its

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burial for good. But the druz is still

men and sensational writers. 
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BOOMING MINERAL LANDS. 


Frequent inquiries are received at 
this office to ascertain if the informa- 
tion published in various papers about 
the discovery of asphalt, manganese, 
mineral paints, etc., in Southern states 
is authentic, and if the discoveries are 
deserving of attention from investors. 
Very little confidence is to be placed 
in such published details, as the South 
is covered with land sharks from all 
over the country, and past history has 
demonstrated that they will not stop at 
anything to accomplish their Ccesigns. 
This is a speculative age, and as most 
all lines of business are prosperous, it 
isa good season for sharpers to lay 
their baits. They seem to be around 
in unusual numbers and are appar- 
ently determined to entrap somebody 
with their :chemes, planned after the 
Col. Sellers type. For the past few 
months several sections of the South 
have been depicted in glowing colors, 
accompanied by some “remarkable” 
find to entice the manufacturer or 
capitalist, the principal purpose being 
to sell land worth about twenty-five 
dollars per acre for one thousand or 
more. One of these Southern land 
schemes was exposed recently by a 
contemporary that had been offered a 
good consideration to publish a rosy 
view of a poverty-stricken part of the 
far South. Whether valuable min- 
erals exist as related in these very 
plausible stories is questionable, and 
before investing capital in such enter- 
prises, our readers should institnte a 
searching investigation. The value of 
property will become known soon 
enough without widespread publicity, 
and when the owners know they have 
a good thing, there is no rush to put it 
into the market. Enterprises are 
formed on very flimsy pretexts at 
times and New York capital is sought 
after to float the bubbles, which are 
soon pricked by investigation. The 
exercise of caution is particularly 
necessary at this time, as frauds are 
flourishing to a greater extent than 
ever, owing to the better times, easy 
money and more desire manifested to 
invest surplus capital.

FLAXSEED, 

Light receipts have operated to keep the flax- 
seed market very steady during the week, seed 
having steadily risen and closing today at $108. 
As yet the dumand for seed for sowing in this 
market has been very small; some large dealers 
in flax report that it has been far less than that 
ofayear ago. From these circumstanceg I 
have heard inferences drawn that a considera- 
ble proportion of the land heretofore devoted 
to flax culture will this year be sown with 
some other crop, and that buyers will conse- 
quently be compelled, in great measure, to look 
to the “new land” forthe 1887 supply of seed. 
Of course, those who take this by no means 
sanguine view of the situation are inclined to 
anticipate higher prices for seed during the 
next few months. On the other hand, there 
are not wanting those who believe that the 
lack of inquiry for sowing seed does not indi- 
cate anything whatever with regard to the 
acreage of flix likely to be grown. Those who 
incline to this view are of the opinion that the 
elevators of the West and Northwest are hold- 
ing the seed upon which growers rely for sow- 
ing. 

COTTON AND LARD OILS. 

Not unnaturally one of the chief topics of 
discussion in financial circles in this city dur- 
ing the week has been the much mooted pro- 
jeét forthe formation of a new company for 
the manufacture of cotton oil. The fact that 
one of the gentlemen prominently named in 
connection with the enterprise has long been a 
central figure in Chicago mone'ary circles, has 
tended to stimulate conjecture and to sharpen 
curiosity. After much talkand a careful sur- 
vey of the situation, public sentinment here is 
gradually settling down to the belief that the 
prospective corporation will u!timately prove 
to have had both its conception and completion 
in the brains of certain parties supposed to 
have been interested in the circulation of such 
arumor. The circumstance tbat we hear of 
it one day as about to mature in Chicago, and 
on the next as being on the eveof coming into 
existence at Philadelphia, has not tended to 
encourage the belief that it is likely soon to 
have a local habitation anda name atall. Cer- 
tain incredulous parties point out thatit has 
not heretofore been the policy of at least one 
of the projectors of the new concern to un- 
bosom himself to the public in the cecidedly 
unreserved way in which the telegraphic re- 
ports would have us believe that he has done. 
So far as can be learned from inquiry among 
those identified with the soap making industry 
in this city,there has not been any clamor from 
Chicago for any portion of the large amount of 
capital stock which, it is said, is about to be 
issued; and the disappointed, nameless individ- 
ual who was able to secure only $150,000 of the 
$750,000 worth of shares for which he wished to 
subscribe, certainly does not live here. 


A novel feature of the whole question ig the 
agitation oy the press of this city of tae ques- 
tion of the adulteration of lard. Statistics 
have been overhauled and it has been unfeel 
ingly pointed out that there is a marked dis- 
proportion between the amount of lard report- 
ed to be manufactured here and the number of 
hogs slaughtered. Theattention of the con- 
sumer has been called to the fact that a large 
and unexplained difference existain this par- 
ticular, and it is asked, in view of recent st ite- 
ments by a prominent manufacturer which 
have been telegraphed bere, of what is lard 
made? 

The local market in cotton oil has exhibited 
some improvement during the week and prices 
are firm at former quotations. Lard oil is still 
high, selling to-day at 65 cents, and so long as 
the latter continues firm at the present advance, 
itis not thought possible that there should be 
any drop in the former. 


OL¥O OIL. 

The local market in oleo bas been virtually 
stagnant during the week. Very few sales are 
reported, and these chiefly of smal! lots. Nom- 
inal quotations are as follows: Prime, 8340; 
good No. 2, 7}4c; inferior grades, 6c. East 
bound shipments for export have amounted to 
about 1,000 tierces, these figures ehowing an 
increase of about 200 tierces over the quantity 
sent forward last week. Western manufactu- 
rers of artificial butter are practically doing 
nothing, but I hear a hope expressed in some 


quarters that proprietors of creameries will 





soon realize that the oleomargarine law will 
prove to have the reactive power of a boome- 
rang and the stringency of its provisions may 
be modified by the next conzress. Meanwhile 
the market in Holland is reported dull, with 
some expectation of lower prices. This is but 
the natural result of the policy of exporting 
such enormous quantities of oil, which has 
been continued for many weeks—a policy stim- 
ulated alike by an unusually active demand 
abroad and a falling market at home. It is a 
noteworthy fact however, that despite thrse 
phenomenally large shipments the quantity of 
oleo taken by Holland churners last week 
amounted to about 4,500 tierces. 


PAINTS AND VARNISHES. 

Dealers in paints report no falling off in the 
larg: demand which has gladdened the hearts 
of the wholesale trade during the past few 
weeks. All the wholesale houses are kept more 
than busy in fliling orders, which continue to 
come in very freely. At a meeting of journey- 
men painters held in this city on Wednesday 
last, a strike was ordered against employers 
who refuse to discharge non-union men. Most 
of the large shop;, however, are not at present 
employing this class of hands, and it is thought 
that the strike will affect only the smalier con- 
cerns and come contractors. It is not believed 
that it will have the effect of interfering to any 
considerable degree with the trade at large. 
Some interest has becn awakened by the news 
of an advance in white lead in New York, and 
there is considerable speculation as to the 
effect of this move upon the Western market. 
The prevailing opinion is that however much 
Western corroders may feel inclined to follow 
in the steps of their Eastern brethren, they 
would find their operations somewhat ham- 
pered by the large number of contracts for 
futuie delivery which they have been making 
during the past few months. A large propor- 
tion of their customers have entered into such 
contracts when they thought that bottom 
prices had been reached, and it is not likely 
that an advance at the present time would be 
productive of any important results. 

The trade io yarnishes keeps fully abreast of 
that in paints, some houses reporting a volume 
of business uearly if not quite double that of 
last year. Thereis no change in prices, and 
witb sucha brisk demand the temptation to 
undersell is reduced to a minimum. 


PIG LEAD. 

Prices for pig lead continue the same as 
those of a week ago, viz,430c at Chicago and 
4 25144@4 25c at St. Louis. While the demand 
has nt been fully equal to that of last week, a 
considerable quantity of lead has changed 
bands, There are not a few inquiries for April 
delivery at 4 30c, but holders refuse to accept 
these offers, anticipating arise in the market. 
One lot of speculative April lead bas been sold, 
but at what figures is unknown, the terms be- 
ing private. Smeltersare firm holders, and it 
is thought that stocks in copsumers’ hands are 
not large enough to place the latter upon an 
independent footing, Brokers look for’ higher 
prices and an improved demand before the close 
«£ the month. 

DRUGS. 


The situation in the drug market remains 
unchanged. Pricss bave not advanced, but 
continue very firm,and no d cline is louked 
for inany quarter. The genera! con iition of 
trade continues satisfactory to dealers and the 
aggregate amount of the week’s business is 
probably slightly in excess of that of a week 
ago. Buyers from Northern and Westera points 
who visit Chicago report business through the 
country as Leing in a prosperous and healthy 
state. 

A new corporation for the manufacture of 
druggists’ sundries and proprietary articles has 
been formed here during the week. The name 
of the new concern is the Electric Manufac- 
turing Company, and the capital stock has 
been fixed at $25,000.

Toe gas comes intermitting|ly at 
short intervals, probab.y not over two or thrie 
cubic feet in five minutes, and then stops fcr 
aninterval. Taere is no pressure, and no ue 
is made of the gas. Itis also stated that there 
is a small gas well at Ogden, the gas being used 
to light the premises of the owner.

A number of farmers hail'ng from the vicin- 
ity of Glenfield. where they possess farms of 
various dimensions, are about to bring suits to 
establish their claim tothe gas wells on their 
farms. Their property collectively amounts 
to several thousand acres in what ie known as 
the Nebo oil and gas district, The right to 
bore for oil on a large portion of this land was 
leased some time ago to J. J. Vandergrift, who 
has since sunk a number of wells. Very little 
oil has been found, but gas in abundance, and 
the supply for the Bellevue Illumination Com- 
pany and other lines is largely drawn from this 
region. The farmers aver tbat in the leases to 
which they and Mr. Vandergrift are parties the 
right to bore for oilis alone designated. The 
right to bore for gas they elaim isstill their 
property. Suits either in the nature of equity 
proceedings or for breach of contract will 
probably be brought, if the matter is not com- 
promised. In these suite the legal definition of 
oil may be settled. At present even the Su- 
preme Court has avoided deciding upon it.

Brokers’ Tax Bill Amended. 


The New York Assembly Committee on Taxa- 
tion and Retrenchment reported favorably last 
week Senator Vedder's brokers’ tax bill.

so high in London. I havealso reason to be- 
lieve that the molst climate of Ceylon affects 
the chemical composition of oil,and that white 
Coohin (not Monsoon oil) contains more stear- 
ine, than Ceylon.”

Crude Oil on Locomotives. 


The Lima, O., Times gives the following ac- 
count of an experiment in the use of crude 
petroleum as fuel on locomotives: 

For several days past the Dayton & Michigan 
Railroad Company has been experimenting 
with an Edwards o1l burner in their switch en- 
gine No. 68, in the yards here. The use of an 
oil burner under the boiler of a railway loco- 
motive is something new in this country, al- 
though the Russian railways have used oil as 
fael for their locomotives for several years. 
Probably the firat experiment in the use of oil 
on railway engines in this country is the one 
now being made by the Dayton & Michigan 
Company. The reason why the experiment 
has never been made was that oil was never 








low enough since the patenting of the burner 
until the opening up of the Lima field, to allow 


oll to compete with coal as a heater. 


In the tender,in place of the large pile of 
coal, was an iron tank set on a foundation of 
heavy timbers. The tank held sixteen barrels 
of oil, which could feed to the furnace 
through two one-half inch pipes, but there was 
only one in use, The oil made steam so rapidly 
that when the engine was called upon to pulla 
heavy load suddenly there was a little difficulty 
On a 
long run, however, say on a freight or passen- 
ger train, there is no doubt that the burner 
will work to perfection, for long runs in the 
yard have proven that. The oil produces a 
strong, hot flame, easily regulated by the flow 
of oil, which is f9d by means of a stap-cock, 
and the tauk on top of the tender is sufficient- 
ly elevated to allow the oil to reach the fur- 
nace by gravity. The writer watched the ap- 
paratus closely, and found the pressure of 
steam equal to that produced by coal and the 
absence of sparks, cinders and dense smoke. 
Io twenty-four hours the engine would use 
twelve barrels of oil, which at fifty centsa 
barrel would make the expense $6, while by 
firing with coal the expense isin the neighbor- 
hoed of $10 per day. A saving of $4 each day 
on an engine amounts to a great sum with a

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Indiana Gas Wells. 


A correspondent of the Derrick has journey- 
ed among the wells of Indiana and gives the 


following account of bis investigations: 


Just before crossing into Indiana we come to 
Port Recovery; there we found Jas. Hogan, an 
old-timer. He has a contract to drill a well for 
the citizens of the place, hoping to obtaina 
good quantity of Nature’s fuel. A few miles 
further, on the line of the Lake Erie & Western 
railroad, is Portland a town of three thousand 

nhabitants. There the citizens have drilled for 
gas and have been rewarded with two good 


wells of 200 pounds pressure and are furnish- 
ing fcel to many factories and mills, 

The Eureka oil and gas company, composed 
of some of Portland's best citizens, have con- 
tracted for the drilling of three more wells 
and some of them are now being drilled. 

At Muncie there has been drilled three wells. 
One wasa@ failure. The other two are good 
wells. It it claimed for them a pressure of 
about 400 pounds. There are two more being 
drilled; M. P, Decker, of Macksburg, Ohio, is 
the contractor, and Jas. Boice and Gen. Curts 
are the drillers. At Anderson, in Madison 
county, a few miles southeast of Muncie, there 
are wells being drilled. At Tipton, on the L. 
E. & W. railroad, there has been two holes 
drilled, but so far no gas. Still they are not 
discouraged as the derrick is being moved and 
another location selected. They say gas isto 
be found this time sure. 

Kokomo is 20 miles distant from Tipton and 
directly north. There are several good wells at 
Kokomo, Journeying along to the southwest 
we come to Frankfort, county seat of Clinton 
county. Here there is a well being drilled, and 
@ contract made to drill two more. Geo. 
Decker & Johnson are the contractors. Dodd, 
Decker & Sons are about to drill some wells 
for the citizens of Crawfordsville, 20 wiles 
south west of here. At Indianapolis Judge Mar- 
tindale and others have organized a company 
and are about to drilla number of wells. If 
they ean’t get gas at Indiavaplis, it is said that 
there is an abundance of it a few miles north- 
east of Noblesville which they will bring to 
Indianapolis. At Cranbury, in Mercer county, 
there is a large gas well. It is the property of 
J. J. Vandergrift, T. J. Vandergrift, L. H. 
Smith, J. I. Buchanan, F. M. Aiken and others. 
It is sald that they are going to pipe itto Day- 
ton, Ohio, and intermediate towns. They have 
organized their company and procured their 
charter and right of way. At Terre Haute we 
found William Laney and J. W. Churchill. 
They have just started to dril) a well here for 
the Citizens’ gas company. They are also drill- 
ing at Delphos. They have drilled several 
wells at Kokomo. Leaving Terre Haute, after 
a four hour’s ride we reached Evansville.

The Bryan, 0., Oil Field. 


This, the last scene of an oil excitement, un- 
expected and extremely interesting, is wortby 
& passing notice, at least. Bryan isa town of 
perhaps 4,000 people, situated on the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad, 45 miles 


weet of Toledo and but 13 miles east of the [a- 
diana state line. It has an oil well of the capac- 


ity of 50 barrels, a genuine flower, having gas 


enough to heat the entire town when properly 
“housed.” At first glance the strike would 


seem like a bonanza for those who obtained it 


as well as for the citizens generally. In some 
respects this is true but when all the facts are 
related it may not seem such a wonderfulevent 
afterall. The well was commenced last April, 
nearly a year ago, by order of a company of 
local “capitalists” whose sole aim was to ob- 
tain gas. A coutract for drilling the venture 
was let to a man from Bradford, who proceed- 
ed under many difficulties to unravel the se 
crets of the venture and in the meantime make 
for himself a few sheckels of the Ohio variety. 
How well he succeeded in this latter may te 
caloulated by the time it has required to com- 
plete the enterprise. The contract price was 
good enough, having been $1.00 a foot for the 
fir. t 1,000 feet, $1.50 for the next 500 and $2.00 
per foot for the remainder. The well was 
sunk to a depth of 2,033 feet and is 42 feet 
in the Trenton lime rock. It has 160 feet of 
driven pipe, 165 feet of 554 casing and 1,360 feet 
of 434 cas‘ng in it and a eet of tools besides, 
It seems that at 1,250 feet a quicksand was 
found that was so remarkably anxious to fill 
the hole that it would shove the casing up 
unless prevented from so doing by the 
use ofa heavy ram in the derrick. Re- 
low this quicksand the tools became fast 
and after fishing for a month or more 
it was decided to leave them where they were 
and proceed to drill alongside ofthem. This 
succeeded and the string is now wedged in one 
side of the hole and the well is finished. The 
enormous depth of the Trenton lime at this 
point wasasource of some surprise.

Oil and Natural Gas in Illinois. 


We giveavery full abstract of a paper read 
before the Illinois Society of Engineers and 
Surveyors, at Champaign, [Il,, by Dr. Theo, B. 
Comstock, professor of mining engineering: 

The present attitude of engineers and capi- 
talista towards the problem of the oil and gas 
supply of this State is one of hesitancy. We 
are much better situated than the early pro- 
spectors in Pennsylvania, because of their ex- 
perienceand their inventions. Mining engi- 
neers are fully prepared to overcome all prac- 
tical difficulties, and investors are ready enough 
to provide the funds for discovering and ex- 
ploiting the treasures, if the probability of 
success be reasonably good. 

There are two modes of attacking the sub- 
jevt. The common one of boring indiscrimt- 
nately allover the State may yield results of 
some value, but in view of the unreliable char- 
acter of very many records we can not hope 
for a great amount of correct information 
from such sources. The proper method is to 
carefully study the history of develepment in 
successful fields, and to compare their geologi- 
caland other conditions with those which per- 
tain to our district. If this be done with eare 
by competent persons we may finally determine 
the “expectancy” of improved territory ina 
very satisfactory manner. Knowledge gained 
in this way willl at least enable a skillful engi- 
neer to predict with some degree of confidence 
whether oil or gas may probably be found in 
special cases, whenever he can obtain such 
data as he wc uld re juire as a basis for judg- 
ment in any other mining operation. Although 
test borings will still be necessary, their loca- 
tion and operation will be in eaceordance with 
wisdom, and not hap-hazard as at presert. 


Before discussing the probabilities in our 
own State let us, then, briefly consider the 
ascertained facts regarding the occurrence of 
the liquid and gaseous bitumens in other re- 
gions. First, it is important te determine 
whether petroleum and natural gas have any 
close relations which might indicate a possi- 
ble common origin. Al!) authorities agree that 
the ultimate source, chemically and physically 
speaking, of both, is practically the same, the 
gas being in effect, a distillate given off under 
different conditions from those which produce 
the oil. Geologically, the two may come from 
different horizons, but most authorities regard 
the differences as due ‘o relative depths below 
the earth’s surface of the same stratum or 
strata in different localities. As to the real 
source, there are not many whose experience 
gives weight to. their opinions, who do not 
hold to the animal or vegetable origin of these 
accumulations. 

The place of generation, that is to say the 
one geological horizon (or more) which hie 
served as the storehouse from which these 
hydrocarbons have been found, is yet in doubt 
This, however, it is very important indeed to 
determine, especially in the newer districts. if 
the source of the bitumens is just where they 
now occur, the probability of any considerable 
supply of oil in Illinois may be a very different 
matter from what might be predicted froma 
kpown origin outside of the present reservoirs. 
The conclusion with regard to natural gas is, 
perhaps, less dependent upon the solution of 
this question, but we must confess to an ig- 
norance which largely prevents even a satis- 
factory explanation of what we do not know. 

The close relations observed in the composi- 
tion, distribution (geographical and geological) 
and modes of occurrence of gas and petroleum 
certainly lend mucb support to the idea 
of a common genesis, but we must 
avoid placing too much reliance upon such co- 
incidences. It is important also that conclu- 
sions be not hastily drawn by using one boring 
to interpret another. The search for coal in 
Ilnois bas already taught some severe practi- 
cal lessons «.f this kind. 

Both oi] and gas vary greatly in chemical 
and physical properties in different localities. 
There are many grades of oil between the light, 
limpid and readily volatile naphtha-like fluid 
of the central Bakou district, in Russia, and the 
thick, gummy, lubricating oils of the Rocky 
mountains and elsewhere. In Wyoming, in 
1973, the writer discovered pools of very heavy 


































oi}, which quickly turned to a solid asphalt 
upon exposure to the air. Natural gas is less 
variable to the physical sense, but in one local- 
ity it is odorless, in another highly charged 
with malodorous vapors and its ealorific quali- 
ties are by no means uniform. 

These differences in the two products are 
caused by varying proportions of admixture of 
different hydrocarbons of the marsh gas type. 
By special methods of treatment in the refinery 
@ long series of by-products can be obtained, 
andinsome measure nature has performed 
similar operations in her great laboratory. To 
speak briefly, and rather roughly, the oils and 
gases represent relatively different stages of 
condensation and expansion by pressure and 
heat of a line of compounds extending from 
paraffinto cymogene, and from cymogene to 
marsh gas, or fire damp, which, in reality, 
forms the bulk of natural gas. 

The general geography of the foreign de- 
posits is of little import for us, and we can 
draw few valuable conclusions from the mere 
geographical distribution in North America. 
Still, it may be affirmed that very mountain- 
ous countries or very wide plains with hori- 
zontal strata rarely contain any economic de- 
posits of this class, But this is a very broad 
generalization. I have found good oil springs 
in the Rocky mountains more than 7,500 feet 
above sea level. and I know of workable de- 
posits in level countries, but all of these ocour 
in regions which the geologist would at once 
recognize as not strictly referable to either of 
the extremes of structure indicated above. 

Natural gas has a less restricted range, but 
only because of its tension, and the depth of 
the horizon of its generation. 

The condit‘ons which determine the presence 
of either oil or gas, or both together, are a!- 
most wholly geological. 

But it bas been fairly proved that it is to 
structure and not to the age of the beds that 
we must look for the conditions necessary for 
the accumulations which we are sveking. Both 
oil and gas come from so many different hori- 
zons in various parts of the world that the 
theories referring them to one definite locus 
within the earth have been abandoned. Rules 
of this kind can have but a local application. 
So far as now known, there is no geological 
formation above the Archman, in which, under 
certain couditions, gas or petroleum may not 
occur. Jn Canada and parts of Kentucky 
lower Silurian rooks probably yield the oil, and 
some discoveries in [illinois appear to come 
from about the same horizon, In New York 
and Pennsylvania the upper Devonian and 
lower carboniferous beds are the preset sources 
of oiland gas. Higber formations have been 
somewhat prolitic in other countries and along 
our Gulf border. In Colorado and Wyoming 
the Cretaceous rocks furnish the supply, and 
Tertiary strata have sometimes given a fair 
yield. Gas has been found all through the 
strata named, and in the glacial drift besides. 

The geological structure along the eastern 
edge of the great field outlined upon our map 
(extending from the Allegheny mountains 
nearly to the Mississippi river, and from south- 
ern New York and southern Michigan through 
western Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Obio, 
Indiana, central Keutucky and central Ten- 
nessee, into the adjoining corners of northwest 
Georgia and northeast Alabama) differs from 
that of Illinois, chiefly in the greater quantity 
and variety of the strata there, and in the 
greater elevation of much of that region above 
tide, We bave somewhat the same structure, 
more simplified and rather deficient in the bi- 
tuminous be*s which abound there below the 
coal measures, But the Canadian oil basin and 
tne West Virginia and Kentucky tracts are dif- 
ferent from the Pennsylvania area, and we 
may indulge the hope that our section may not 
be dependent upon exactly the same features 
as those of the best known fleld. We are alit- 
tle more liable to discover relations to some of 
the nearer districts in Indiana or Kentucky, or 
we may be so situated as to have some inde- 
pendent manifestation of similar phenomena. 

The geologist alone can unravel the structure 
beneath the surface. and his task cannot be 
completed until a much larger array of facts 
is collected than we now have accessible. Pri- 
vate enterprise cannot be expected to make 
public the results of its investigations, and I 
venture as an engineer to remark that we can- 
not much longer hope to hold our position 
among the states without the use of gaseous 
fuel. If we must pipe it from abroad it is time 
that we knew it; if we have a supply of our 
own, as I hope to make appear reasonably pro- 
bable, the state can well afford to expend the 
money necessary to prove it. We cannot af- 
ford to remain long in doubt. 

Now let us consider what actual facts are in 
our possession and what legitimate aeductions 
can be drawn from them. In addition to these 
personal observations in the Pennsylvania, 
New Yo:k, Kentncky, Ohio, Indiana and 
Iilinois bitumen areas, with studies of similar 
deposits in Colorado and Wyoming, together 
with an intimate field acquaintance with the 
geological structure of a large part of the re- 
gion, have given mein the last fifteen years 
some little opportunity to form a judgment, 
such as it may be worth to you. 

To briefly review the general facts, we find 
that where several oll-bearing horizons occur 
in the same field the heaviest oils are nearest 
the surface. In regions yielding oil from only 
one horizon the product is heavy or light ac- 
cording to its depth from the surface, the exact 
level being dependent upon geologicalfeatures, 
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If bitumen beds occur below the proper level 
for the lightest oils, gas will be found at great- 
erdeptbs. But we may encounter gas with 
the oil or even above it. The striking of a 
reservoir of heavy oils,as at Litchfield and 
Mattoon, indicates the presence of lighter oi's 
a’ d gas at greater depths, provided that the 
deposit be not itself in the lowest reservoir of 
distilled bitumene. Two highly productive 
pools are rarely struck by the same well be- 
cause Overlap isnotcommon. For any given 
district there will be a bise-line for oil, below 
which only gas, if anything, can be found, 
Above that line (which varies in level largely 
with the amount of disturbance in the strata) 
oil may be found anywhere at depths greater 
than 300 or 4:0 feet, if the reservoirs and the 
Droper conditions be present at all. It is nec- 
essary that porous collecting beds covered by 
imp: rviouss rata be present to collect the oil. 
Tf all the above conditions be fulfilled gas msy 
be found at all points from the surface downe- 
wards. 

Do we meet the proper conditions in []linois? 
Ye',in some degree. Inthe anthracite region 
ot Pennsylvania natural gas (fire damp) occurs 
in the mines, but it is not confired, because 
the etrata are tilted on end and badly fissured. 
East of the Appalachains the oil strata are 
buried below the reach of drills (four milee) 
and in Central Pennsylvania al! sre not accegs- 
ible, but the higher bituminous beds have 
acted as feeders. As we go west the h'gher 
strata have been eroded, but the Circionati 
anticlinal has brought up the lower beds with- 
in striking distance, We might be in the same 
condition as Eastern Indiana and the country 
about Findlay, O., but with far less chance of 
securing such deposits, owing to the undis- 
turbed character of our underlying beds and 
the unfortunate thinning out of the strata 
westward. These features have given geolo- 
gists the feeling that no important deposits ot 
oil or gas would ever be found in our State. In 
Wesierr Pennsylvania the Devonian rocks 
have a thickness of 1,000 to 1,500 feet; we have 
but 300 feet, which is about equivalent to the 


bituminous beds alone in the Kast; 50 to 100 


feet will cover our block shales of that age. 
But we may take heart from the known oc- 


currence of ollinthe Niagara limestone neat 
Cnicago and in the Trenton rocks near Ja 
Our Devonian and Silurian horizons 
may both bein proper positions for the distil-

lation of liquid and gaseous bitumens, and in 
some parts of the State they are known to be 


so situated. But we are too far from the Cin- 


cinnati uplift to feel the benefit, and if no dis- 
turbance has taken place we cannot hope to 
getthe distillates for the engendering condi- 
tiore will be wanting. 

By referring to the geological map of IIli- 
nis, and by giving the main results of studies 
o! actual borings in connection with the geo- 
‘ogical structure es heretofore determined by 
Dr. Wortern, I think I shall be able to show 
that we do possess in Illinois a fair supply of 
natural gasand a modicum of oil, and that we 
are now almost directly above & mine which 
ere many years will be utilized as a valuable 
source of heat. My conclusion was as mucha 
surprise to myself as to you, for the evidence 
has but slowly accumulated and I had formed 
opinions quite the reverse when the subject 
had been superficially examined. 

(Dr. Comstock al-o pointed out the various 
localiies in I!linois tn which oll and gas have 
been discovered and clearly showed that the 
evidences of disturbances in the strata are 
much greater than has previously been sup- 
posed; tbat one line of action passes very near 
Champaign and Urbana, in a direction north 
west by routbeast, striking near La Salle and 
south of Terre Haute, Ind ; that along thisline 
n .merous gas wells have been opened and that 
a'l reported discoveries of these products in 
Tiiino:s bave been in localities whose relations 
t» known uplifts is just what the preceding 
principles demand. Hence he concluds that 
those gas wells which give a pressure of nearly 
thirty pounds per square inch at a depth of 
only &0 feet in the drift deposits would, if deep- 
ened, prove profitable sources of supply.] Fur- 
ther, I bave met gas at Sidney, in Chaypaign 
county, in a mine at the depth of 365 feet, and 
the pressure increased in the boring at a great- 
ec deptb. The theory that the wells in the 
glacial drift derive their gas from the decom- 
position of peat is untenable from the fact that 
(as far ae I huve known) the pressure is greater 
below the peat in such wells as pass beyond it. 
Where fire damp occurs in the mines there is 
every reason to believe that its source is deep 
geated and my investigations tuus far have 
gown that the areas of such mines are those in 
which gas wells bave been found. The borings 
ani excavations in the district lying between 
Danvil'e +nd Blcomington bave been appar- 
ently fruitless, because paying beds of coal 
have not been found, but they reveal much to 

the geologist, if rightiy used,altt ough shoro of 
their b« st value by imperfect work and fuulty 
records. The spouting wells near Paxton and 
possibly that at Belleville, Ia., afford probable 
indications of gas beneath, and the Sidney 
shaft, the Urbana wa‘er works well and many 
others mean to me the same thing, for they are 
not located where art:sian wells would pre- 
sumably have tbe bead rmquired for such ele- 
vations as bave been observed in the water eol- 
umn3. From many parts of the state come re- 
ports of similar phenomena which cannot be 
reconciled with the theory of the sup. rficial 
origin of the gas. The discovery vf oil in many

The above figures show a decrease of 6 wells, 
an increase of 2,863 barrels new production and 
adecresse of 5 dry holes. January had a de- 
crease of 21 wells, a decline of 1,085 barrels in 
new produetion and a decrease of 13 dry holes, 
December had u decrease of 30 wells,a decline 
of 1,255 barrcis in the production and an in- 
crease of 9 dusters. The average of the wells 
eompleted in February is about 69 barrels each. 
This increased output is due to the Reibold 
gushers and a brace of heavy producers at 
Kivzua Village. The average of the January 
wells was 26 barrels apiece. The new wells of 
December and Novemter averaged 33 barrels, 
those of September 54 aud those of August 48 
barrels each. The heavy average of the past 
month Is likewise assisted by the small number 
of wells completed, which is the least recorded 
inalong time. Drilling is gradual!y waning in 
all of the oil fielde, the producer evid ntly be- 
lieving it a losing game in anything but extra- 
ordinary territory. 

In February, '886, 265 wells were completed, 
with a new production of 3,352 barrels, and the 
dry holes were 35 in number.

These figures show a decrease of 6 new rigs 
and 18 drilling wells, making a total decline of 
24 from the January report. The totui at the 
close of January was 43 less than at the clore of 
December, while Decemter declined y2 fiom 
November and November declined 50 from the 
October figures, which were identical with 
those of Sept°mber. 

These figures are very small and have almost 
approached the point that prevailed when the 
shut down wasin force. Attheciose of Feb- 
ruary, 1886, the record showed 269 new rigs, 118 
old rigs and 367 drilling wells, a total of 754,80 
that compared with one year ago there isa de- 
crease in activity of 400 rigs and drilliog welis, 

BRADFORD. 

Operations in this center have almost entire- 
ly ceased, that isso faras the diilling of new 
wells is concerned. Itis not necessary there- 
fore to elaborate upon its condition. Thetrade 
ig well aware that there is a continued sbrink- 








age inthe daily output, which has now de- 
scended below 24,00 barrels per diem. Many of 
the wells are yie'ding less than half a barrel a 
day and a new feature to make such pay for 
their keeping haa been adopted by the su- 
perintendent of one firm in the Indian and 
Knapps Creek region. This is to sink the wells 
from 60 to 100 teet deeper, creating a pocket to 
contain the seepings of the sand for a week or 
80, when it is pumped out by a few hours’ 
libor. If even less than half a barrel a day is 
obtained the cost of its setting becomes so ex- 
tremely light that there are profitsarising from 
the process. The ficld maintains a reputation 
equal to any that was ever disccvered for 
rendering profits to the producer, and scores of 
thein have these broad acres to bless for being 
above the line of want, though it must be ad- 
mitted the trusts of the field have been be- 
trayed by the delusions of another branch of 
tbhetrade. There urestill many acres to prod 
before all the out!ying territory wil} be thor- 
Oughly drilled, but all wells that are now sunk 
are of the light gr-d> anda dry well comes in 
with unpleasant frequency. One is reported 
between Alton and the Kinzua and one on the 
southeastern borders of the Bingham estate. 
ALLEGHENY 

There is considerable territory yet in East 
Alma and the vicinity of Allentown that 
would bedrilled with ofl at a dollar, but at 
present prices nothing willbedone. There is 
no premium upon this oil and the rulings of 
the bills xnd bears atthe exchanges name its 
value from day to day. An occasional well is 
still drilled in one of the various divisions. 
The resu'ts, however, are unimportant. 


KINZUA. 

This peculiar deposit does not seem to have 
been properly defined even yet. Billy’s Run 
enters the river on the west and formsa junc- 
tion at what was supposed for a long time to 
be the southwest limit of the belt. But recent 
developments have shown the uncertainty o' 
opinion in regard to limits and boundarics of 
oil deposits and this onein particular. Morse 
& Collins secured possessions on that side last 
season and obtained good results, some of the 
wells starting at from 60 to 150 barrels. Then 
Smith & Borcher proceeded still further up 
stream aad were rewarded with fair producers, 
the one completed during February having a 
capacity of 45 barrelsa day. Morse & Collins, 
however, were rewarded with a well in close 
proximity to Smith & Co. on the north that 
yielded 606 barrels in one day and is still 
credited with 150 bbls. These results have had 
atendency to stimulate developments in the 
neighborhood and operations will progress to 
the southwest until the expiring point is dis- 
covered, Atpresent writing it is impossible to 
form a correct opinion as to possibilities, 
Kinzua territory has been not. d for eccentrici- 
ties and the portion now attracting attention 
seems to be inclined in the same direction. 
The streak is very barrow at best but in spots 
is veryrich. The drilling being shallow the 
expense of operating is comparatively light. 
There does not. appear at present any objective 
point to the southwest and explorations of the 
future will be fraught with more or less 
hazard. Small wells are frequently found 
very close to the largest producers and there- 
fore lines and belts are extremely uncertain, 


KANE. 
This region has practically suspended the 
drill. Eight wells sre registered for February 
with a daily output of 11 barrelseach. This is 
pretty light for Kane, but it is equal to Brad- 
ford and exceeds the middle fleld. Asthe cost 
of sinking is greater, however, than in either 
of the others, tLe profits to arise caunot be ex- 
pected to excel either. The field has lost the 
tone it once possessed and but few of those 
who invested have promise of good reward. 
Many of the wella do not exceed a barrel of oil 
a day, which seems rather small when the age 
of the field is considered. Tae total yield ig 
now placed at about 2,000 barrels per day and 
its entire yield at something like «» million and 
a quarter barrels. In the Elk county country 
southward some business is yet being done,but 
as drilling during February was extremely 
slow there are no significant results to report, 


MIDDLE FIELD. 

Remarks on this field might justly be ruled 
out of order. It appears prominent in the list 
asthe only one that escaped a dry hole during 
the month. The areas drilled are quite certain 
to yield oll in some quantity, though in some 
cases it comes in extremely limited doses, 
Thirteen wells only were completed during the 
28 daye and thenew work is represented by 10 
rigs and 9 drilling wells, which may to all in- 
tents and purposes be declared a positive shut- 
down. There is some territory yet to drill that 
is quite as good as much that has been effectu- 
ally punched during the past year. There are 
no important ventures in progress within the 
bounds of the field proper. Clark & Foster, on 
554, are drilling a well that is located so far 
west of the Clarendcn fieldand north of Cherry 
Grove that it borders the uncertain and there- 
fore assumes the character of wildcat. 

In Forest county shannon & Co., Howe twp., 
propoee making «# test,and further explorations 
are to be made east of the river at Hickory. 
The results thus far, however, in that region 
bave given poor promise of rich developments, 

The wildcats and otbers that are not 80 con- 
sidered in Elk county have made exceedingiy 
slow progress for a month. A few wells are 
stilidrilling. Elk seems to have some oil but as 
yet it is found in very small quantity. Tte 


drilling is very deep and the general expense 
80 great that unleis an improvement occurs in 
values proepecting will probably cease alto- 
gether, 

GRAND VALLEY. 

Thirteen wells with a total of 74 barrels a day 
in the aggregate is the complete summary for 
February at Grand Valley. Three of these 
were dry. Nine rigs and five drilling wells 
constitute the sum total of new operations and 
these are scattered all the way from the field 
proper to Enterprise and Pieasantvile, The 
Dunham strike—a ten-barrel well—near Neiil- 
town, has opened the eyes of people in that 
section who have been asleep, as it were, ever 
since the morniog that the sun of prosperity 
ceased to shine upon the black oil affairs of the 
vlicte latterly named. The region west of 
Fagundas and extending to Neilltown and 
Hickory on the south and Enterprise on the 
west, is now looked upon as possible oil terri- 
tory. Many leases have beentaken and sev- 
eral wells are projected in the near future. It 
is not unlikely, therefore, that other pools 
aside from those already operated will be dis- 
covered. During the next three months, 
therefore, it might be well enough to keep an 
eye On this locality. 


VENANGO AND CLARION. 

In Tarkill, Ked Valley, Tipperary and all the 
other pools and pots of Venango county and 
Clarion county included, 3@ wells are recorded 
for February and among them are found seyen 
dusters, Thirty-seven wells are now drilling 
and with ordinary luck these should all be 
completed during the month of March. A few 
are somewhat important as they pcint outward 
from defined limits, and the results may be of 
greater moment than their situation would 
seem to warrant at this writing. Nothing of 
extreme importance is looked for, however. 
The well southeast of Reidsburg and in the 
regionof Stump Creek mystery assumes an 
interesting character. Its yield is variously 
estimated from five to 15 barrels a day and the 
t-roduct is likened to goose grease ora kind of 
distillated petroleum. Ii isalmost odorless but 
procured in a quantity to cause considerable 
stir. 

BUTLER AND ARMSTRONG, 

In Butler and Armstrong the usual number 
of wells were completed, the average having 
been just one per diem, or 28 for the month, 
three of which were tota! failures. Forty-four 
are now drilling and ll rigs are reported ready 
for business. The preponderance of drilling 
wells over rigs up and building leads to the 
conclusion on sight that there is a disposition 
onthe part of the operators to move more 
slowly in future. Of course, we do not include 
Reibold under this head, thoughit properly be- 
longs there, It is of sufficient importence to have 
a head of its own. In the eastern belt section the 
Hickory, St. Joe and other points March will 
accomplish the completion of the work of 
drilling or nearly so, and but little will be done 
thereafter until a more favorable condition of 
things is witnessed in the oil country. Butler’s 
drillable territory extends over a considerable 
area even yet, and it still has chances of secur- 
ing additions by fortunate or unfortunate re- 
sults of test ventures yet to reach sand. 


REIBOLD. 

This astonishing section has become the main 
object of interest in the entire producing re- 
gions. It mayassume the title of Thorn Creek 
extension or whatever the trade decides togive 
it, but it certainly holds sway as the greatest 
gusher region on earth just now. When the 
figures for this report were slapped together 
last week Reibold had 11 wells that were esti- 
mated at from 10 to 60 barrels per hour. Heid 
No. 3 was rated at 15 perbour; No. 4, 15; No. 5, 
10; No. 6,10; Markle No. 2, 37; No. 3,35; Blake- 
ly No. 1, 40and No. 2, 30; Leidecker & Co. Heid 
farm No. 4, 50; Nos. 5 and 6 about the same and 
their No, ] Biakely also 50 bbls. per hour. This 
seems like a large production, but facts are 
facts. The pot is limited as to diameter but as 
yet uncertain asto length. It isin all proba- 
bility drawing toa close to the east and south 
and certainly well enough defined at the north. 
These large wells have performed the functioa 
of elevating the yield of the completed wells 
on the last day of the month considerably. 
The pool averaged 7,000 barr-ls for 10 days and 
has since corsiderably above that amount. 


WASHINGTON, 

Washington has lost its prestige as the cen- 
ter of all that was great in the big well line. 
The latest results are of an uninterestirg char- 
acter. The Wright farm No. 5, on the outer 
edge of the McGahey poo’, was perhaps the 
most important of the month’s developments. 
It started last week at 27 barrels per hour, but 
is now down to about 10 per hour. Willetts 
No,6 from the Gantz sand has been doing 225 
barrelsaday. The field now possesses 149 pro- 
ducing wells with a capacity of 8,000 barrels a 
day. Half adozen of these recoived glycerine 
in good healthy doses last week. The field has 
entirely lost its terrors and jusily so; for, aside 
from the Taylorstown extension, there seems 
no possible outlet for the pool—north, south, 
east or west. At Taylorstown, however, a 
field of unknown dimensions is now open to 
the public gaze. Three wells of recent date, 
ranging in capacity frum 100 to 150 barrelsa 
day each, are added to the producing listiu 
that quarter. These are not so alarming as 
those of Reibold or ancient Washington, but 
they suggest possibilities that are aot so ex- 
tremely pleasant as they might be. 

Whep new deposits are digeovered theories 
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are always issed by individual interests, but 
the drill alone can determine the result. The 
Stone & Co. well westward is progressing rap- 
idly and will become a matter of considerable 
importance to thetrade. If belts are to be 
pursued on the old plan, the showing for this 
venture would not be exceedingly bright. Tay- 
lorstown is nine miles from Washington but 
seers to be cut off from that field by a cordon 
of dusters or gas blowers that stand guard 
around her borders. In Green county the 
month’s business unearthed nothing new. A 
few wells are in search of sand in M. Morris 
section, but the prospects of remarkable de- 
velopment are not exceedingly bright from 
the present outlook. Of course, the whole 
southern country lies open to the conquest of 
the drill and as oll and gas have been found at 
various intervals along the extended track of 
the oil belt the striking of a rich field in any 
quarter would not cause great astonishment.

Except in a few articles, 
there has not been the rush experienced a 
couple of months ago, but trade is ali the bet- 
ter without it. The strong demand for carbolic 
continues, and higher prices are easily «b- 
tained, but the difficulty is to filad sellers, Pic- 
ric acid is also dearer in sympathy therewith, 
yet prices for this do not adyance in the same 
proportion. An active inquiry continues for 
bleaching powder, and full figures are paid for 
spot and early delivery. Few buyers, however, 
are disposed to contract forward. Contrary to 
a widespread opinion, acetate of lime main- 
tains its position fairly well, still o:ly few veao- 
ture on buying tar ahead. A sudden advarce 
hastaken place in oxalic acid, and sugar 
of lead isalso in greater demand, both for early 
and forward delivery. There is more disposit- 
ion on the part of consumers of nitrate of soda 
to lay in stocks. 

Minerals—There isa more cheerful prospect 
in this branch of business. At last the cloud 
seems to be lifting, and the outlook is brighter 
than foralongtime. No difficulty is experi- 
enced in selling at late rates, and for some min- 
erals, such as high-class quality of iron ore and 
phosphate of lime, higher priccs are paid, more 
especially for forward deiivery. Manganese is 
more inquired fur, but the large supplies of 
best qualities from various quarters will pre 
vent any great rise for the present.

Messrs. John Wahl & Co. of St. Louis, 
inform us under date of the 5th inst. that their 
market has manifested considerable strength, 
the sales amounting to at least 1000 tons cor- 
roding at 4 25c, and 300 to 400 tons common at 
4 20@4 22440. ’’A large portion of these transac- 
tions were for forward delivery, showing clear- 
ly that buyersare placing more confidence in 
values, and that they gradually admit the long 
prognosticated fact, that pig for the spring 
months is not likely to rule below current quo- 
tations and that there is a fair probability of a 
further advance.

The lard interests are heavy consumers, and 
we understand that an important contract was 
consummated last week for refined oil to go to 
this source, Receipts of oil were 2,176 bbis for 
the week. which were about sufticient to meet 
the actual demand. Stuck in store is email, 
and not more than 500 bbis could be had for 
immediate delivery. Refiners are parting with 
their choice oil sparingly, as there is not an 
over-abundance, while off-color is in consider- 
able quantity.

A Curious Gas Well. 


“There are many curious phenomena ever 
present at the natural gas wells in this vicin- 
ity,” said the owner of several wells in the 
Washington field, “but I have never seen any 
that struck meas being so peculiar as those 
that were witnessed a few years ago at a well 
in the Canada oil field at Sarnia. The well was 
being drilled for oil,and at the depth of 600 feet 
a great volume of gas was found. The gas was 
accidentally set on fireas it rushed from the 
well. A fountain of flame more than fifty feet 
high was the result. That in itself wasa won- 
derful phenomenon for that district then, but 
is as common as water hydrants in this region. 

“The peculiarity of the well was that every 
fifteen minutes, as regularly as a clock could 
mark the time, a stream of water three inches 
in diameter sprouted trom the depths and min-

the water was such that there were certain ir- 
flammable qualities in it, and these would 
make brightly colored lights to mingle with the 
dull Came of the gas itself, creating a natural 
pyrotechnical display that I never saw equalled 
artificially. Streaks of bright yellow, globes of 
purple, and fantastic shapes in red, pink and 
blue leaped and danced and whirled about ino 
that warring mass of fire in a manner that wae 
enchanting. The eruption of water lasted ex 
actly three minutes, when it would cease, and 
the flame of the gas would resume its normal 
condition. While the water was mingled with 
the flame a strong smell of sulphur pervaded 
the air. 

“A strange thing connected with the burning 
well was the way birds of all kinds were at- 
tracted to it during the time the water was 
spouting. They would circle about the pillar 
of fice, uttering their different cries, and acting 
as if they we.e frantic. Frequently the flames 
would catch some unfortunate bird in its flight, 
and it would fall either dead or dying to the 
ground. Tais fire bad such an effect on many 
kinds of birds that they would light in the midst 
of spectators, and suffer themselves to be 
caught. The owner of the well tried every 
means then known to extinguish the burning 
@as, but all to no purpose. It Burned without 
any show of ever giving out for two years, and | 
then went out one day almost as suddenly as it | 
had appeared.”

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, March 8, 1887. 


It would be difficult to state what was the 
most notable or interesting feature of the 
market for the past week. Indeed, it may be 
questioned if there was an interesting feature, 
except to those who succeeded in unloading 
during the spurts that were made to squeeze 
the shorts. The week’s transactions may be 
sald to have been characteristic for this class of 
manipulation, At times the prices would be 
depressed and sales encouraged, then, as the 
market would react, the sellers would at- 
tempt to cover, only to find that the 
figures were advanced more rapidly to 
their discomfiture, and after all the birds were 
plucked that could be intimidated the price was 
allowed to drop back. This manoeuver was oft 
repeated, and as often were the operators 
bit, and the wonder is that, in the elang of the 
board-room, they “didn’t drop on to the little 
racket,”” Trading was quiet, taking the week 
asa whole the total sales amounting to only 
13 275,000 barrels. The course of pric 6 has 
shown that it is difficuit to get the market out 
of the beaten rut ui the lower sixties, although 
during a spurt on Wednesday last 64}¢c was 
reached and yesterday 6444c. The lowest price 
at which sales were made was 6/140, which was 
accepted to-day. The opening figure was 
63%c and the closing bid 61743, showing a loss 
of 1%c as the result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of values was meas- 
ured by 8c. The well news may be said to have 
had no influence, the causes affecting values be- 
ing entirely of the speculative order. 

Tae daily reports from th? producing re- 
gions showed the Keibold pool to have better 
staying qualities than was looked for, but the 
newer developments were not so impOrtant 
as those of the preceding weeks, Very little 
change is noted in the situation in the Wash- 
ington neld, or .n fact, ia any of the other pro- 
ducing flelds. On Wednesday last, in the 
Washington field, the McGah y No 6 was near- 
ing the sand, and considerable interest was 
manifested to know the result. The Cameron 
Nos 3 and 8 were about 20 feet in the sand, but 
showed no change. The Cameron No 2 was 23 
feet in the sand and showed for a small pro- 
ducer. The Shelier well at Taylorstown was 
shut down, having broken the walking beam. 
In the Reibold field the Marke) No4 wason 
top of the sand shut down to make connec- 
tions, move bolier, etc, The Leidecker Noé6é 
was drilled in the firat pay streak and fic wed 
steadily. The total production of this fleld 
was stated to be 7,800 bbls. On Thursday in 
the Washington field the McGahey No 6 sturck 
oil and was doing 15 bbis per hour, but 
it was not thought there wou'd be much in- 
crease. The Craig No 5 on the Wright farm 
showed no increase,and the situation elsewhere 
in this fleld showed no change. The Sheller 
farm well at Tayloratown made rapid progress, 
all damage being repaired, but was not expect- 
ed in before Wednesday. Intke Reibold field 
the production showed a decline, and the welis 
appear to require periodical treatment to doses 
of glycerine. The Heid No3 was agitated and 
helped, but it is believed the improvement is of 
an ephemeral character. Some of the wells 
exploded two or three days ago are back to the 
point to which they had previously declined. 
Agitation by the ordinary means has little 
effect on wells once stimulated by glycerine. 
Phillips No 1 om the Markle farm received 
its sixth torpedo yesterday. In a few days it 
will be ready for the seventh one. The 
rapidity with which the decline goes on is 
amply illustrated in the movements of the 
pumps at the pumping stations. Lust week, at 
the Transit station below the trestle, the pumps 
were kept busy; now with several new wells 
and more or less added new production, the 
pumps are idle one-fourth of the time. Markle 
No. 4 at noon was five bits in the sand with no 
increase of oil from that found in the third bit 
Wednesday night; as compared with Nos. 1 and 
8 it has very little gas. In other respects the 
structure appears the same. The Phillips No. 
1, on the Galebaugh farm, struck some oil and 
gas in the hundred foot rock Wednesday. As 
this is no novelty in Butler, little attention was 
paid to it then and at 3 o’clock this morning 
the gasand oil suddenly increased. The well 
made a flow, tue gas igniting from the derrick 
lamp, burned the rig. The tools were in the 
hole and are safe; the sand line was ali that was 
rescued. The loss on the rig, it is supposed, 
fails on the contractors. The well now flows 
every five minutes, throwing a stream of 
water and oil 30 feet bigh. This ac- 
cident causes a serious delay in the com- 
pletion of the well, which ordinarily 
would have finished in another week, and 
the accident was regretable since ihe delay pro- 
long’ the suspense concerning the probable 
extension of the basin in direction of the tun- 
nell wells. In the Lima field the crew well on 
the Clark farm is in and has been abandoned as 
itis po earthly good. The Treat well on the 
Fisher farm, near Wapak, is being drilled deep. 
er; it is only good for about 4@ barrels, Line- 
mans, Hanes’ No. 5 was drilieJ in and is mak- 
ing a nice show. His No. 4 Hanes wus shot to- 
day, making a good reply, Thompson & Wil- 
liams’ well on the Mumagbh farm ig in and is 
pumping about 60 barrele. This well is east of 
town about two and one-half miles, It is the 
farthest north of any well in this field. The 
recent cut in price does not seem to have af- 
feoted the producers of this field to any great

extent, as operations are being pushed ahead 
regardless of it, though they admit that there is 
too much production already, everything con- 
sidered. On Friday in the Washington field the 
Butler No. 2 was spraying a little oil but no 
estimate was made, In the Reibold field 
the Markle No. 4 was run 4 bits and was do- 
ing eight bbls. an hour from the first pay 
streak. Markle No. 3 was doing 50 bbls, an 
hour before agitation and 60 bbls. after agita- 
tion. Gaebaugh No. |, which was burned, is 
flowing about 50 bbls. a day rate of ciland 
about four times that emount of salt water. 
The Kane fleld is producing from 2.700 to 3,°00 
bbis.a day from 350 wel’s. Last year it pro- 
duced 6,000 bbis. from less than 100 wells. On 
Saturday in the Reibold field the Markle No. 4 
struck the lower pay streak and improved 
froni seven bbis. an hour in the morning to 50 
bbis.an hour in the afternoon. This adda 
new feature to the basin, and one that indl- 
cates the correctness of Mr. Phillips’ theories 
of extension. If it extends to and beyond the 
terminai wells it will go westofthem. Toe 
field previous to the outburst of Markile’s No. 
4, was rated at 5,00)aday. Nothing new was 
reported from the Washington field. One Mon- 
day in the Washington field the Oakdale well 
was drilled deeper, but did not improve. The 
Solar No. 21 kept up remarkably wel!, showing 
a decline of only 10 bbls. At Taylorstown the 
Sheller putin casing and rapil progress was 
made toward completion. From Rel- 
boli nothing important was received. 
To-day there was but l.ttle of interest received 
from the producing re.ions. Inthe Washing- 
ton fleld the Cameron Nos, 3 and 8 began to 
flow at interva's but the production was light, 
and no gauge was given, These wells will 
have to be tubed. The Cameron No. 1, expects 
te strike eand to-night, the indications being 
that the drill vas in closes proximity to the pay 
sand. TheO.kdale well made a flow of a few 
minutes and will be drilled deeper. At Tay- 
lorstown matters at the Sheller well were not 
progressing so satisfactorily, and the casing 
putin yesterday may have to come up in 
which case this well will be delayed a couple 
of days and will probably not come in before 
the latter part of the week. 
Wednesday, March 2. 

The market opened at 6334c, which was tle 
price bid at the close last evening, and under 
good bidding the figures were soon above 6c, 
but this could not be sustained, and before the 
end of the first hour of the session the quota 
tions were again below 6ic and continued so 
with but slight variations until shortly after 
noon when another spurt above the even fiz- 
ures was made, while trading was quite brisk, 
some of the dealers being apparently anxious 
to cover their previous short gales. It was 
however patent that 64c and over was more 
than the market would stand, and at the bigh- 
est point touched, 644¢c, but few sales were 
effected. Soon after two o’clock there wasa 
decided bieak and then tne decline was 
rapid, the fractions dropping with each 
successive sale, until shortly before the close 
62c was r-ached, which was the lowest price of 
the day. The market finally closed firm at 
62140, showing a loss of 15¢c as the result of the 
day’s trading under a range of 2}4c. At times 
business was quite brisk and taking the day as 
awhole there was a fair average, the total 
sales footing up 3,168,000 bble. The news from 
the producing region was to the effect that in 
the Washington field the Wright No. 5 was do 
ing 360 bbls per day and that the Sheller was 
shut down owing to an accident to the walking 
beam. In the Reibold tleld the Leidecker No, 4 
was doing 35 bbis; the Nu. 5, 30 bbis; Blakely 
No 1,25 bbls; Phillips Markel No. 3, 47 bbls; 
Leidecker No. 6, on top of first pay streak, 20 
bbls per hour,

An Interesting Oil Country Sketch. 


Omaha isso thoroughly cosmopolitan in its 
character, says the Omaha Bee, that little at- 
tention is paid to the appearance of any of the 
temporary dwellers within her gates, but an 
exception was noted recently. Passing along 
the principal thoroughfares was a figure that 
attracted universal notice. It was that of a 
man over six feet and well proportioned. He 
wore aslouch hat, top boots and around bis 
shoulders was a cape of dark cloth, red lied, 
aud with the corners looped back. His hair 
was long and black as night, while his beard 
was streaked with grey. An aquiline nose was 
guarded on either side by eyes that had the 
keenness of an eagle, and a skin the color of an 
old saddle, rendered doubtful the question of 
age. He might have been a century old and 
perhaps may have been rated at one-half that 
period, but no one could have told from the 
milestonesins ght. He looked the Spauiard, 
but he was not. He was a [full-blooded Ger- 
man, though born in thig country, 


His name is James Seager, and he is one of 
the cattle kings of Texas and Culorado, though 
out there he is not known by bis real name. 
His father, Jonathan Seager, founded the little 
town of Seagertown, Crawford county, Pa., 
now a station on the Nev York, Pennsylvania 
& Ohio road. Dying, he left in 1858 some 
$20,000, a fortune then, to each of his children. 
With big portion James or *‘Jim,” as he was 
always known, started a dry goods store at 
Meadville, the county seat. In 1860 he was 
captain of the Wi e-Awakes; in 1861 enlisted 
in the three montis’ service in a. company cap- 
tained by Henry C. Johnson, until recently 
commissioner of customs, and re-enlisting was 
commissivned quartermaster in the three yeare, 
service. In the meantime his business went to 
the dogs, and army life deveioped the seeds of 
dissipation. At the ciose of the war he went 
home to Pennsy!vania,bankrupt and desperate. 

At that time the oil excitement was at it, 
height. Never in the world was woncy more 
plentiful than in the regiun between Titusville 
and Oil City, aad thousands were epoken of 
and handled as dollars are to-day. Among the 
natives whom foriune had favored was old 
Jobu Benninghof, a typical Dutchman, who 
owned « hundred acres of land just above Pe- 
troleum Centre. If the season happened to be 
favorable the ground would ,;roduce a fair 
crop of buckwheat and beans, and in a good 
year a few nubbins of cora were gleaned from 
the seed fired into the hillside with a muskec 
But the striking of oil changed all this. The 
Benninghof farm was one of the richest oil 
flelds ever known. 

With true Dutch shrewdness the old man 
would not trust his money to the banks, and 
had hauled up to his eyrie on the hillside two 
immense safes, old fashioned, and he carried 
the key. In addition he armed his three sons 
and hired two watchmen. Ino these deposi- 
tories he had over $600,000 in currency. Seager 
was floating around the country, found this ali 
out, succeeded in getting a friend o* his watch- 
man and perfected his scheme. Going back to 
Seagertown he excited the cupidity of a well- 
to-do brewer, Louls Waelde, and together they 
organized the gaug, the active one being a 
bench-legged shoemaker named Miller. Five 
in all, including the watchman, they bound and 
gagged old man Benninghof and family and 
escaped, The excitement throughout the oil 
country was never equaled, and Benninghoft 
offered $100,000 for the arrest of the robbers, 
and $300,000 for the recovery of the money, It 
was the largest reward ever offered in this 
country. Eventually Waelde and Miller were 
given a short term in the penitentiary at Alle- 
gbeny City, but very little of the money was 


the Standard oil works at Cleveland, and didn’t 
have money enough ahead to buy a plug of 
tobacco. 

Owing to this agreeable chain of circum- 
stances Mr. James Seager, alias , is now 
a free man, and honored Omaha with a casual 
visit on his way to Chicago,

“It is this : There is nothing made in the long run by buying goods very cheap, for it invariably follows that such 
goods will be sold at a still smaller profit than before. The experience of the retailers affords ample proof of that fact, for they 
are making less money now than they made in times that are gone. It comes about in this way: Ten per cent. made upon 
nothing yields nothing for profit thereon, while the same per cent. upon something invariably does. It follows in all classes 
of trade that just as goods are bought low, the percentage of profit in selling must be increased in the same proportion or the 
result will turn out against you all the time. The facts in the conduct of both branches of our business for the several past 
years have been that all hands as they purchased at low prices have insisted on selling at lower percentages still, and the 
result, if continued much longer, will relegate us all into the ranks of the purely benevolent class. Would we not show good 
sense by abandoning the present way before we find ourselves there? ” 


The logic of these remarks is unanswerable and affords the strongest possible 


PURELY MERCANTILE ARGUMENT 


against reducing prices onany class of goods that is not yielding exorbitant profits to the manufacturer or 
distributor, or the sale of which could not be increased by such reductions more than enough to compensate 
for the loss in the margin of profit. But Mr. Richardson was not unmindful of the still 


MORE IMPORTANT PROFESSIONAL REASON 


for not entering upon or encouraging low prices, namely, that debased prices mean debased goods. In speak- 
ing of scalpers and ‘*‘ black sheep” of various sort, he said: 


“Tt is to such men as these that we owé all this bad state of our affairs. But there are few, very few: and would there 
were none. There are many less among us than spread this virulent pestilence through most other branches of trade. Do 
not see them, do not mind them; but do your honorable business in equally honorable ways, regardless of their wily and 
dishonorable tactics. Sell your goods in all cases for fair and living profits—profits which your time, incessant labor, ex- 
perience and skill expended thereon, justly entitle you to receive. Persevere in doing your business on this, and on only 


this plan. 
‘In due time you will find 4 out, if you do not know it already, that all trade that is worth having, prefer to deal with 
7 * 


open and fair minded men. * * Stand firm, then, on these honest and strong foundations upon 
which our past success was ae Do not lower your standard one iota, but raise it still higher and higher.” 

The importance of this advice cannot be overstated. The responsibility resting upon physicians and phar- 
macists, rests equally upon distributors, and they cannot permit commercial instincts to over-ride their sense 
of such responsibility and lead them to handling goods which are made to be sold on the ‘Cheap John” basis. 
There are no kinds of goods made which permit of more sophistication than pharmaceutical preparations, and 
unhappily, the sophistication frequently cannot be discovered until the failure of the goods in the physician’s 
hands has led to most serious results, or until it is exposed by chemical analysis. 

We have no disposition, nor has it ever been our policy, to compete with good, bad or indifferent makes of 
goods in our line. The standards employed by us alone, are simply those within the reach of any conscientious 
manufacturer, and when strictly adhered to, settle completely the question of prices. Measured by the 
standard of reql value, our goods are cheaper than those of any other manufacturer, and we therefore have 
no cause either to reduce our prices or depart from the absolutely Pharmacopceial standards to which we have 
always adhered in deference to the professional relations which the manufacturer of surgical and pharma- 
ceutical articles bears to the physician and pharmacist. - 

We believe distributors will agree with Mr. Richardson that there is neither mercantile nor professional 
reason for a reduction in prices, and will appreciate the motives which lead us to maintain the standard of our 
goods and the prices that yield distributors as well as ourselves, a fair return for the time, labor and capital 
employed in handling these goods and the skill, care, and experience involved in their production.

Ergot ig stronger again owing to, the ligh} 
spot etccks. The sale :f 15,000 lbs of Russian 
or German reported last week took the bulk of 
the stock of that kind out of the market, it 
baving gone into consumption. There is a 
good jobbing demand in progress, and since 
our !ast sales have been made of 2000 Ibs Ger- 
man at 28c and 1600 lbs Spanish at 36c, the mar- 
ket closing with an upward tendency at 28@30c 
for German and 36@38c for Spanisb.

Cochiueal receives little or no attention. 
Prices are nominal and unchanged, holders 
quoting 30@3lc for silvers, 62@34c for blacks 
and 34@36c for gray blacks. 

Cutch in firm on the spot owing both to lim- 
ited available supplies but future shipments 
are easier owing to more liberal offerings from 
the new erop. This has increased the interest 
in futures to some extent and it is reported 
that considerable business for March-April 
May shipments bas been done within the past 
week although the only actual sale we heard of 
was 1000 bales Diamond 8 M, on private terms, 
On the spot small sales are making at 734c for 
Diamond S Mand no change is noted in the 
quotations for Star B and MM slabs. Recent re- 
ports from Calcutta indicate that the crop is 
about one quarter less than the average of the 
last few years. 

Dyewoods are firm but do not receive much 
attention from buyers at the present time.

Tanning Extract from Coal. 

Prof. Eitner calls attention to the fact that it 
is not now first known that an artificial tan- 
nivg material has been made from coal, but 
that Skey, about 1860 to 1868, manufactnred, by 
the action of nitric acid on anthracite and bi- 
tuminous coals, a material which has shown 
tanning qualities, and before that date J. Jen- 
nings found a stuff of similar action by treat- 
ing peat with nitric acid. This process he pat- 
ented as a tanning material; both materials are 
easier to manufacture than the pyrofuscine. 
Prof. Eitner states that he was able to procure 
pyrofuscine from Russian coals, and that coals 
near him have only shown a trace soluble in 
bulk, so that he is unable to speak from expe- 
rience. The samples of leather made with it 
gent to him were pieces of black sheepskin, the 
appearance not very nice; the grain was hard, 
uneven in texture, and generally inferior, A 
better leather has been made by treating peat 
with a weak solution of soda, and tre.ting this 
with an acid. The matcrial so obtained has all 
the qualities of pyrofuscine; it may not be the 


same, but shows the same qualities. The opin- 


ion is that pyrofuscine leather is of too poor a 
quality. The inventor is called a layman, and 
ig excused for claiming everything, us he is not 
atanner. Technical critica should be slow in 
condemning his methods on that account, as 
he is credited with good intentions.

The German Soda Industry. 
Owing to the large increase in the number of 


soda manufactories, and an enormous over 


production, theGerman soda todustry is at 
present far from enviable. Toshow how rap- 
idly the production has developed, we may 
mention that until June, 1873, before the re- 
duction of the soda tax, the annual quantity 
produced was not quite 60,010 tons, while for 
last year the total is estimated at 140,000 tons. 
From 1872 to 1879 Germany’s import increased 
annually; being about 250 per cent greater in 
the latter yearthan iu the former. In 1878 
the import amounted to 83,800, against an ex- 
port of 6,340 tons. These totals including caus- 
tic, calcined, and crystal soda, From the year 
1880 the import fell away. and last year only 
amounted to 41,263 tons against an export of 
16,923 tous. Thusatthe present time 12 per 
cent. of our total soda production finds its way 
into foreign ccuntries, while formerly we were 
obliged to import to the extent of 40 per cent. 
No more forcible proof for the rapid develop- 
ment of the industry could, be needed than 
this. This over production has naturally not 
failed to bring about a fall of prices, and these 
are at a very low ebb just now; ammonia soda 
was recently sent carriage paid for 9}4 Mks. per 
400 kg, including packing. The production 
cost of calcined soda depends chiefly upon the 
process employed: whether Leblanc or other- 
wise: but varies very litileand is merely trif- 
ling, being somewhere about 144 or 2 Mas. per 
100 kg. We recently reported that a conven- 
tton of soda manufacturers was more than a 
probability. We regret now to say that 
through the so-called selfish action of one of 
the chief parties concerned the projected union 
seems likely to fall through, especially as the 
aforesaid action has caused the German Solvay 
works who alone are credited with over 40 per 


cent. of Germany’s total production,—the 
most energetic of the originators of the pro- 
posed union, to abstain from participating fur- 
ther in the proceedings. Thisis greatly to be 
regretted, as it isonly by a unanimous agree- 
ment that pricescan be maintained, and the 
longer this union is postponed the more diffi- 
cult will the position of soda manufacturers 
become. It is to be hoped, therefore, that fer 
the common interest producers will soon be 
abie to a,ree with each other and form the 
much necessary convention.—Kuhlow's Trade
